The  prospect  for  the  harvest  of  1920-21  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere 
'csiz  oeen  almost  universally  spoken  of  in-  very  favorahle  terms,  Recent 
Gst;:^iTates  sho^r  a  decline  of  the  'A'heat  area  in  Argentina,   Australia  and. 
tr.'.a  Union  of  South  Africa  from  that  .published  in  our  previo\:s  reports* 
They  now  place  the  wheat  acreage  in  these  three  countries  at  25,139,000 
acres,  as  compared  with  32.101.000  acres  for  the  season  of  1919-20, 
In  Argentina,  the  h.£irV3st  is  progressing  steadily  and  apparently  "onder 
quite  favorable  circuiustances  as  fine  harvesting  weather  "is  at  present 
prevailing  .throughout  the  country.      The  acreage  of  wheat,  linseed  and 
oats  is  estimated  as  folloz-zs:    l?;heat  14.816,000  acres,  corupared  with 
14,957,000  last  year;  linseed  3,484,000  acrss  cciD5pared  with  3,522,000 
last  year;  and  oats  2,051,000  acres  compared  with  2,301,000  last  year. 
Unofficial  estimates  now  place  the  amount  of  wheat  to  be  obtained  from 
the  harvest  at  approximately  223,256,000  hushels;  linseed  55,115,000 
bushels  and  oats  57,526,000  bushels.     In  Australia,  optimistic  reports 
indicate  that  the  ha-rvesffe  prospects  are  exceeding  expectations,  and 
t^iis  not  vithstanding  the  fact  that  recently  there  have  heen  rumors  of 
the  wneat  crop  of  New  South  Wales  being  jeopardized,  due  to  heavy  rain 
storms,     It  is  the  ■opinion  of ' many  that  these  rumors  are  evidently  much  <s 
exaggerated  and  that  the  da-rage  °is  not  nearly  so  serious  as  reported. 
a'h3  storms  appear  to  have  been  sery  local,  and  the  injury  to  cereals  was. 
very  Halted*  Undoubtedly  some  daicage  has  been  dons,  hut  the  yields  are 
heavy,  and  it  is  largely  a  matter  of  favorable  weather  for  the  satisfac- 
tory completion.' of  tiie  harvest^     The  latest  estimates  available  place 
the  wheat  area  at  9,500,000  acres  compared  with  6,3445000  last  year  while 
it       unofficially  reported  that  the  ovitturn  of  this  cro-c  -.'ill  reach 
approximately  140,000,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  4? , 104 , OCO' last  year; 
In  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  '  owing  to  drought  which  prevailed  in  most 
of  the  districts,   the  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  is  som.ewhat  helow 
ncrnal.

Generally  speaking  the  agricultural  situ£.tion  in  the  Northern 
Eemisthere  shows  prospects  of  a  very  favorable  nature,  as  indicated  by  tl. 
the  quickened  growth  of  autu'rm-sown  crops,     Little  crop  news  is  received, 
•froxii  Canada  at  this  tine  of  the  season.     So  far  there  has  been  no  .r.ateria 
change  in  the  agricultural  situation  from  tliat  publishsi  in  cur  last 
report.     From  Russia  authentic  news  of  the  crop  conditions  have  not 
been  available  for  some  time.     In  France,  present  indications  show  the 
acrsage  of  winter  crops  to  be  somewhat  greater  than  lasj:  year.  Lately 
se'-i'ere  frost  accompanied  by  snov-vf all ,  has  been  experienced,     Tne  cold 
vveacher  is  hindering  germination  of  the  young  crops,  which,  however, 
have  been  protected  by  tbe  covering  cf  snow,     Alternate  freezing  and 
tbawirg  is  causing  some  anxiety.

Unofficial  estijjates  jlace  the  area  planted  to  this  crop  at  less  than 
•3, COO, 000  acres,  as  cciiparei  with  4,400,000  planted  for  the  1920  crop. 
In  Ga^iEany  the  lateness  of  the  autmn  seeding,   owing  to  drought,  has 
resulted  in  the  wheat  plants  being  less  sturdy  thanmsual.     Lately  the 
'leather  has  basn  mild  with  rainfall  in  so-ne  districts,     'The  growing 
cereals  are  not  spoken  of  very  favorably,  but  the  acreage  under  wheat 
and  rye  is  reckoned  to  be  about  equal  to  th^t  of  last  year.     In  Italy 
autuim  sowings  are  practically  completed  and  the  young  crops  are  looiiing 
well.      The  weather  to  the  south  has  been  unseasonally  wet  and  soaie 
daiLage  by  floods  is  reported.    Unofficial  estia^tes  place  the  present 
area  of  wheat  at  approxisiately  10,000,000  acres.     In  Spain  due  to 
abundance  of  rain,  the  new  crops  were  sown  under  iost  favorable  conditdons. 
There  has  been  pracoically  no  change  in  crop  prospects  since  dur  last 
ref/ort.  In  the  United  Kingdoio  there  have  been  soais  light  showers,  but 
on  the  ahole  clirijatic  conditions  are  not  unfavorable  for  the  crops. 
Frost  and  snow  in  the  middle  of  December  stopped  all  field  work  for  the 
time  being  and  it  iiay  be  taken  for  grazited  that  there  will  be  no  further 
extension  of  the  cereal  acreages  this  year.     In  India  the  prevailing 
drought  is  unrelieved  and  imoisture  is  badly  needed  in  the  Punjab,  North- 
west Provinces,  Central  Provinces  and  Bombay,     Crop  prospects  are  geser- 
ally  considered  to  be  fair. 

In  North  Africa»  reports  of  the  new  seedings  show  an  improvement, 
but  weather  conditions  in  some  parts  recently  have  been  very  unfavorable. 
Advices  from  Algeria  state  that  the  young  crops  are:  now  showing  above  s^i*-'^! 
ground  in  the  more  fertile  soils ^    kuch  damage  has  been  caused  in  certain 
districts  by  a  plague  of  mice  and  grubs  and  considerable  areas  will  have 
to  be  re  sown.     In  Ttinis  also  much  of  the  seeded  area  will  have  to  be 
gone  over  again,  owing  to  daaage  caused  by  storms,  which  have  been  more 
violent  and  devastating  than  any  experieneed  during  many  years-  The 
weather  in  Morocco  has  been  frosty,  which  is  considered  unfavorable 
for  the  growth  of  the  young  plants.     In  Egypt  a  measure,  to  limit  next 
year's  cotton  crop  to  one-third  of  the  area  of  each  estate  has  been 
drafted,     This  is  intended  to  relieve  the  financial  difficulties 
arislr^g  out  of  the  fall  in  the  price  of  cotton.     Owing  to  this  situation 
it  .is  stated  that  an  increased  area  will  be  devoted  to  cereals  during  the 
season  1920-21*
